RISING IN THE WARSAW GHETTO. 


By MICHAL ZYLBERBERG 


(Former Director of the Council of Jewish C ommunities in Poland) 


UNDREDS of Jews who lived 
outside the ghetto walls re- 
entered the Warsaw ghetto just 
before Passover, 1943, to join the 
50,000 Jews who still remained there. 

On April 13, in the company of a 
group of Poles who daily entered the 
ghetto to work there, I returned to 
celebrate the Passover with friends. 
During the two months that I had 
been on the “ Aryan ” side, the ghetto 
inhabitants had altered almost beyond

TOWARDS REUNION 


Tue article entitled “Can We Heal the : 


Communal Rift?” by Mr. Percy COHEN, 
C.B.E., which we publish this week, directs 
attention to a matter that deserves to be. 
brought under public discussion. It is right 

that the community should be apprised of 
the issues at stake, and informed about the 
negotiations which have been proceeding 
behind the scenes. The Board, as we have 
been at pains before to point out, cannot 
properly fulfil its function as the represen- 
tative body of all British Jewry as long as it 
fails to include a significant section. thereof. 

Nor can it effectively perform its consulta- 
tive and deliberative duties while important 
elements of Anglo-Jewry abstain from 
making their contribution to the common 
pool. The present unsatisfactory state of 
affairs finds reflection in the growing apathy 


_which unfortunately surrounds the activities 
-of an institution which. inherits great and |. 


historic responsibilities. Such are among 


the unhappy consequences of the prolonged | 


withdrawal of the four dissentient bodies. 
It is, therefore, heartening to learn of the 
negotiations which have been proceeding 
for their return. The utmost credit is due 
‘to the Rev. Dr. A. Conuen, the President of 


the Deputies, for the personal initiative and 


spirit of accommodation which he has 
shown in the conduct of ‘these negotiations. 
A considerable amount of progress, it seems, 
has been: made, even if the desired con- 


summation has not yet been reached. The 


good. will shown by all. parties affords a 
promising basis. for the more. difficult 
practical steps which remain to: be. taken. 
Certain of the difficulties which tended to: 


cause some of the original withdrawals have 
“now been resolved by the march of events.

HE estrangement between “the 
Board of Deputies and the dis- 
sentient congregations has jasted 


‘a year. Is there any likelihood of an 


understanding which will enable them 
to return with honour satisfied on 
both sides ? Contrary to popular be- 
lief, there has been prolonged discus- 
sion in interested quarters, but it has 
never been forced jnto the open, ex- 
cept for. occasional references to the 
desire for unity at the monthly meet- 
ings of the Board. 

At the Board itself. there appears to 
he a certain apathy and listlessness to 
which reference was made in a recent 
issue of THe J&wtsH CHRONICLE.

DOUBLE TAXATION. 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Hebrew is included, for the first time 
in. this country, in an official publica- 


tion of H.M. Stationery Office. 


In the White Paper published last week 
on the exchange of notes between Mr. 
Bevin and the late Dr. M. Eliash, on 


behalf of their respective Governments, 


on the subject of double taxation, the 
original text of Dr. Eliash’s note is 
printed. 

The. notes exchanged last February 
confirm the continuance in force of the 
arrangement of 1947, then made between 
the British and Palestine Governments, 
for the avoidance of double taxation and 
the prevention of fiscal evasion with 
respect to taxes on income, 


The arrangement lays down provisions 
for the payment of taxes in the country 
of residence by any individual living in 
one country but deriving his income, in 
the way of pensions or royakies, from 
the other country. 

The industrial or commercial profits 
of an enterprise of one country trading 
in the other shall. be subject to tax in 
the jatter only if a permanent establish- 


ment is situated there, when the amount — 


of tax imposed is limited to those profits 
attributable to the permanent establish- 
ment. | 

Residents in one country. deriving their 


‘income from the other can be. credited 


in their country of residence with the 
amount of tax deducted by the country 
from which their income is derived. 


The arrangement« is for an indefinite 


period, but- can be terminated by either 


Government giving notice of termination 
on or before September 30 any. year.

IN CAMP,

Yaacov Jerafi, a 25-year-old Yemeni, 
was fatally shot this week by one of the 
guards during a minor disturbance at onc 
of the immigrant camps. ane 

In the long and tedious wait in 4a 
queue for lunch at Ein Shemer camp, a 
woman injured a girl in a scuffle. The 


- Jewish Agency camp guards arresied the 


woman. The Yemenis, enraged by the 


sight of. male guards manhandling a 


woman (which is contrary to the Yemen: 
tradition that strange men must fot 
touch their womenfolk) attacked the 
guards. .The latter fired into the atr in 
an effort to disperse the crowd, but when 
this proved ineffective, they fired into the 


crowd, killing one immigrant. 


The camp authorities and the police 


have begun a searching inquiry into the . 


incident. At the same time. the Govern- 


has: asked members of .all sections 


‘of the public. to volunteer for service in 
Jewish Agency camps to improve. the 
methods of running the camps. i 
Although this is the worst incident in 
the immigrant. camps, violent clashes 
between immigrants and the camp 
authorities, frequently resulting in 
injuries, are not unusual: occurrences.
